PTOMAINE 


On Instrumental Music in The 
Church. 


How to Prevent it In Meat, Fish 
And Crabs. 


The reports of cases of ptomaine poi¬ 
soning from eating crabs should be a 
warning to housekeepers and cooks as 
to all kinds of ptoniauic dangers. A 
ptomaine is not a microbe, but is the 
product of a microbe, as all grain alco¬ 
hol Is the product of fermentation, 
caused by the yeast microbe, which 
changes sugar Into alcohol. Alcohol 
Itself is, therefore, a ptomaine, but as 
to Its poisonous effects opinions will 
continue to differ. Yluegar is another 
ptomaine, the product of the microbe 
Mycoderma aoete. This ptpmalne Is 
not dangerous when properly used. 

But there are many dangerous pto¬ 
maines, the products of various putre¬ 
factive microbes. The microbes them¬ 
selves may always be killed by boil¬ 
ing. but ptomaines may not be so 
killed, as boiled alcohol Is still alcohol. 
The only sure way. says the Baltimore 
American, to prevent ptomaine poison¬ 
ing In meat, fish, cralts or any other 
article of diet is to kill the microbes 
and thus prevent the production of 
ptomaine. 

Crabs are not healthy unless killed 
by severe and sudden heat, as by being 
thrown alive into boiling water. This 
i practice appears to be cruel, but It is 
just the contrary, as the hot water 
causes the crab to lose consciousness 
Instantly and its suffering ceases at 
once. And any crab killed by boiling 
water can be eaten with perfect safety. 

If crabs are kept six hours after 
boiling, they should be boiled again for 
at least a few moments, after which 
they may be kept safely for another 
six hours. Then they should be boiled 
again, fbr the same reason as before. 

I to prevent the production of ptomaine. 

I It is not safe to keep crabs, fish, meats 
j or any other cooked articles of food 
! longer than six or eight hours without 
reboiling, even If kept on ice. 

| Ice retards the work of microbes, 
I but does not kill the microbe or stop 
1 his work. In fact, unless the greatest 
care Is taken by the housekeeper an 
| Ice chest may become a most danger¬ 
ous Incubator of microbes. 

I Water made boiling hot Is man's best 
defense against hls Infinitesimal but 
often fatal enemy, since no microbe 
can survive contact with It.

How to Fill Up Holes In Wood. 

It sometimes Incomes necessary to 
fill up cracks or dents in fine wood¬ 
work, furniture, floors, etc. The fol¬ 
lowing is the best way of doing It: 
White tifsue paper Is steeped and per¬ 
fectly softened in water and by thor 
ough kneading with glue transformed 
into a pfiste and by means of ochres 
(earth colors) colored as nearly na pos¬ 
sible to the shade of the wood. To 
the paste calcined magnesia la then 
added, aud It la forced Into the cracks 
or holes. This cement attaches itself 
very firmly to the wood and after dry 
ing retains Its smooth surface.

m Never spring a big newspaper advertisement upon 
the public unexpectedly. 

Make it an invariable rule to lead up by two or 
three nicely graded steps to the important announce¬ 
ment to be made. People take a certain pleasure out 
of anticipation. They enjoy their dinner all the more 
if they have been anxibnsly waiting to hear the bell. 
But if you open up your morning newspaper and find 
blazed forth in big headlines the advertisement of 
something startlingly new you are stunned rather than 
interested. If, however, for two or three days you 
have been looking for this announcement and each 
day getting a little more curious about it, you get your¬ 
self keyed up in anticipation, and then if the announce¬ 
ment is even better than you had imagined you sur¬ 
render in a body. 

Don't pay the United States government two 
cents for carrying a letter or a circular worth less than 
two cents. 

The average advertiser,will shave off 15 cents a 
thousand on envelopes and a r quarter of a cent a pound 
on paper and beat down the printer in price so that he 
is obliged to use a 30-cent ink and by various other 
economies get his material ready for $6 a thousand. 
He will then pay the government $20 for carrying his 
stingy, badly-printed, cheap-looking $6 worth of 
stuff and pat himself on the back for being economical. 

Don't waste gray matter on yoiur competitor. No 
matter how entertainingly he lies, you go right on 
telling the plain, blunt kind of truth that-mother-used- 
to-make. 

Truth can be made far more entertaining than 
falsehood. Don’t be afraid to call a spade a spade. 

If the goods are shoddy advertise them as shoddy, 
give good shoddy measure, and charge shoddy prices. 
There are tens of thousands of people who prefer 
shoddy; prefer to eat it, to wear it, to be entertained 
by it. 

If you have news to r.hc'it your store—some 

call it advertising 1 —don’t order twenty-three styles of 
type with whirligig borders and a crazy, badly-engrav¬ 
ed picture. The mummer oh New Year’s Day or the 
clown at Bamum's may look funny, but he couldn't 
make good on the road selling gold watches. The 
advertiser has an idea that the more fool things he 
drags into his copy the more entertaining it is. The 
clown has the very same< idea. 1 

The great thing in all advertising is not quantity 
of circulation, but quality of your copy printed in a 
newspaper the readers of which are able to buy your 
goods.

The strlile should be shorter and slower 
In ions distance walking than In short, 
ket too long and fast a stride cause ex¬ 
haustion and destroy both the pleasure 
and profit of the exercise. For ordinary 
walking the .military stride of thirty 
Inches and 13) paces per minute Is about 
right for the average man and Is the re¬ 
sult of much experience. For tall, active 
men and for speed purposes the military 
stride is too short and slow, and the pe¬ 
destrian must use his own Judgment and 
team from experience. In rttees of from 
one to u-n miles the writer, who is five 
feet eleven and three-fourths in- Sics in 
height, frequently strode three feet nine 
Inches at the rate of 1“ steps per minute. 

Borne writers claim that the body should 
be inclined forward even when walking 
on level ground, for the reason that this 
favors sp ed, giving the Indian's gait as 
an example. Others claim that walking 
Is a serl- s of falls from one foot to the 
other, and therefore for sliced purposes, 
It is necessary to lean forward. . guch 
t writers s --m to forget that the momen¬ 
tum gain, d while going at the rate of 
flqn miles an hour is considerable, and If 
at the same time the body is inclined for¬ 
ward, it brings an undue strain upon the 
| muscles which were Intended to hold the 
body erect. The best argument against 
this Is that ti e erect jKisition favors a 
longer and faster stride when walking on 
level ground than is possible In the bent 
position, and. furthermore, the upright 
position is less tiring The best long and 
short distance walkers In the world, with 
very few exceptions, carry the body erect, 
i The principal Reason In favor of the 
upright position. Professor Xelligau 
tells lift, is -the lessened strain on the 
large muscles In Uio buck and the < on : 
sequent saving’ of energy. Women 
especially should maintain this position 
to obtain the l>est results. Bertha von 
Ullleii. the greatest woman walker, 
’was perfectly erect. To quote further: 

The main difference between tiie long 
1 and short distance walkers Is in the post- 
I tU>n of the leg as the heel strikes the 
, ground in long distance walking thsre Is 
, more action at the knees and less move¬ 
ment at the hips, and this results in a 
* shorter stride. The knee is slightly bent 
| la some cns»s. as the heel touches the 
ground, while In others the knee Is bent 
1 Just after the straight leg touches the 
earth. Either method of bending the 
kin-.- relieves the Jar and also the nervous 
strain caused by speed walking. 

For short distances at the greatest pos¬ 
sible speed, as in athletic competitions, 
the leg In all cases must be straight and 
the knee stiff as the heel touches the 
ground, and the knee must remain stiff 
throughout the stride until the heel of 
| the following foot is placed for the next 
! stride. There is also a peculiar hip ac¬ 
tion, known among racing men as the 
rell. which is very exhausting. The 
shoulders and arms arc swung violently 
forward un-1 upward, and the whole gait 
Is purely artificial and tiring, requires 
long practice, is not at all pleasing to 
witness and Is apt to degenerate Into a 
very awkward run. The distinction be¬ 
tween walking and running Is that in 
wulklng the heel of the forward foot 
must be placed In position before the toes 
| of the rear foot leave the ground, while 
i In running both feet are ofT the ground 
] at the same time.
